BROKEN oN A WHEEL. 


Terrible Aeciéent in a St. Louis Mill. 
| From the St. Louts Times, 4:h.) 
Geo. A. H. Curtis, an apprentice 
working in the St. Louls mills, at the Iinter- 
section of Seventh and Carroll streets, was 
literally tortured to death yesterday, by an 
eccident which occurred to him while in the 
discharge of his customary duties about the 
machinery of the establishment. An in- 
stance of more borribie bodily mutilation and 
suffering has certainly never occurred in St, 
Louis or eleewhere to our knowledge. The 
facts are as follows 
Bhortiy after coming down to the mi'l in 
the morning, young Curtis remarked to the 
foreman that he thought the machinery tn the 
second story needed olling, and he would 
attend toit. He and the foreman were then 
on the first floor. In a mom-nt he was off to 
di-charge the dutt which had sug¢- 
gested iteelf to bim Five minutes had 
scarcely elapsed after he had parted with the 
foreman when the latter, with other workmen 
about the mill, were startied by what seemed 
to be the ranid thamptog of « me b “avy body 
on the floor above their heads ney at once 
proceeded into the second story to ascertain 
the cause There they beheld the body of 
poor Curtes caught by a shaft ruoning hori 
zontally into the bolting machine. at an ele- 
vaiion of about two fect, bis head and feet 
with every revolution belog dashed with great 
violence against the floor. Worl was at once 
rent tothe engine room and the steam «hut 
off. It was too late, bowever. and when the 
clothes of the voung eoff-rer were detached 
from the shafting, and his body stretched 
upon the floor, the fatal nature of the injuries 
received at once became apparent to all. Both 
ge were broken in severa plac es, the right 
arm wee also fractured, there was concuss D 
of the brain, and injury of the «pine of so se- 
rious a character as alone to have proven fatel. 
Ihe enflerer, thonzh conscious when first re- 
moved from the shafting, immediately ewoon-

lecturing upon education, science aad lit- 
erature, so that bis face was as well known 


'm Kentucky, Missouri, Ohio, Indiana and 


Illinois as that of any public man who 
lived in those States; that he made an ex- 
tended tour through England, Scotland 


_ and Lreland, writing his baccalaureate ad- 


dress to his graduating class at Bethany, 
and sending it back to them from mid- 
ocean; that be held six formal and pro- 
tracted debates upon religious questions, 
five oral and one written—prepared these 
for the press and published them; that be- 
side these he found time to write about 
thirteen other volumes of permanent value; 
that through all these years and labors he 
was afarmer on a large scale, shearing 
1,500 sheep, and giving personal super- 
vision to the cultivation of a large area of 
tilled land, the wonder becomes oppressive 
how any man could find time for labors 
80 vanous and so multitudinous. 

There is one fact which we must notice 
in this connection, which is almost unique 
in the history of the press. In the year 
1823, Mr. Campbell established a printing 

on the bank of Buffalo creek, io 
Brooke cvunty, Virginia, in the midst of a 
wilderness of hills and forests, almost in 


| sight of the ruins of the cabin of Logan, 


the great Indian chief,and there com. 
menced the publication of the Christian 
Baptist. There was no town there, or even 
a village, as now—not even a postoffice— 
and his title-page, by way of indicating 
the place of pubhecation, simply said “Buf- 
talo creek.” He was longing to be heard 
on the great questions which filled his 
mind, and, though there never was a time 
that he could not get an audience if he 
wished to speak, vet he craved an audience 


| larger than any house could bold or any 
| voice could reach. 


And, through the 
agency of his printing presa in the woods, 
he soon got it.

We quote this not for its doctrinal signifi- 
cance—tor we write simply as a reviewer, 
not as the advocate of Mr. Campbell's doc- 
trines, nor of any other doctrines—but as 
illustrating the wonderful critical power 
ot Mr. Campbell's mind, attained under 
circumstances apparently so uniavorable 
to its development. 

Mr. Campbell's family was of an old 
Seotch Presbyterian stock, but had long 
been settled in the north of Ireland. His 
father, Thomas Campbell, was a minister 
of the Seceder branch of the Presbyterian 
Church, in the county of Antrim, Ireland, 
where Alexander was born, September 
12th, 1788. In 1807 his tather emigrated 
to America, whither his son followed him, 
in charge of his mother and tamily, in 
1808. He found his tther engaged in a 
movement for Christian union, into which 
he soon entered with all the ardor of 
youth and all the energy of his vigorous 
nature, This became the one great pur- 
pose of his life; and whatever superficial 
obeervers or hostile opponents may have 
thought of his actions, it canrot be doubt- 
ed, in the light of the documents advanced 
in these memoirs, that, amid all the stormy 
conflicts of his youth and middle lite, 
this was the one single object of his de- 
sire. 

The many controversies and discussions 
into which he was led have caused many 
imperfectly acquainted with him and with 
bis writings to suppose that he was a sort 
of heretic detector, or theological consta- 
ble, mad for controversy and bent upon 
impugning the orthodoxy of every one 
who differed trom him ; but we are assured 
that nothing could be further trom the 
truth. We are told, too, that the genius, 
the spirit, the intention of the whole move-

The startling factstat o the pamphlet 
fthe National Telegrap Associatron 
that 200 words per minute have heen 
transmitted by the automatic procésg on 
one wire, over se circuit of 2,000 nriles, ia 
greneses ed impossible by Mr. George B. 
‘rescott, the electrician of the Western 
Lnion Co, A popular theory is enter- 
tained that electricity has a definite and 
practically instantaneous velocity, irre- 
pective ofthe medium ——_ < which it 
transmitted. This idea, owever, is 
ly erroneous. Thts power, like all 
other in pature is governed by the 
cireumstances under which it is exerted, 
and its speed depends upon certain aso- 
lute conditions. Prof. Sir William Thom- 
son. who was knig ted for his services in 
connection with the Atlantic cables. and 
is justly considered one of the best clec- 
trical authorities in the world, states that 
the maximum epeed obtainable on an 
wrtal land line of 2,000 miles in length, 
consisting of an iron wire one-fourth _ 
inch in diameter (No. 3 Birmiagham 
gange), is twenty words per minute, and 
that the retardation increases with the 
square of the length of the line. The 
same authorjty has demonstrated that the 
speed of signaling increases with the 
square of the diameter of the wire. Thus, 
| a line be of the same length as another, 
but twice as thick, four timesas many 
words may be sent by it, None of the 
land lines in this country are more thae 
one-sixth ofan inchin diameter (No. 8 
Birmingham gauge), and in them the re- 
tardation of fe current would be twice as 
great as in the line above pantiesed, a0.
